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CONTRACTS. 

The late action of the Indian department 
in swarding a contract for beef required for 
treaty 7 to the Cochrane Ranche Company 
over the tender of T. C. Power & Bro. is 
anything but commendable, and it is to be 
feared is only a tair sample of the way in 
which the business of that department is 
conducted. Power & Bro. tendered ata 
lover price than the Cochrane company ,they 
arc an older established and quite as respon- 
sib! an institution, but instead of their re- 
ceiving the contract it was given to the 
Cochrane company at Power & Bro’s, figures, 
the plea being that as the Cochrane wasa 
Canadian company and willing to take the 
eontract at the lowest tenderer's figures it 
was entitied to the preference. As to na- 
tionslity, the fact that I. G. Baker & Co. isa 
United States firm has never stood in the 
way of its getting contracts ; the Power firm 

hae been as Jong iu the coustry and hae con- 
tributed as much to its material welfare as 
either the Baker firin or the Cochrane com- 
pany. There is only one case in which the 
department would be justified in rejecting 
the lowest tender if made by a responsible 
firm, and awarding the contract privately, 
and that is if the firm putting in the lowest 
tender were a party to a combination to de- 
fraud the government. In all other cages 
where the tenders are unsatisfactory fair 
dealing and the public interest demand that 
new tenders should be calied for. In the 
case inentioned the price was satisfactory, 
the firm tendering was reliable, there was no 
combination, there was no saving to the gov- 
ernment aud therefore there was no excuse 
for the department's action. When tenders 
are invited by public advertisenient the un- 
derstanding is that the invitation is in good 
faith and that the tender will be dealt with 
on business principles. When the rules of 
fair dealing are violated as they were in the 
case mentioned, the confidence of the busi- 
ness community in the honor of the govern- 
ment isshaken. Men who depend only on 
the’: prices to secure them contracts will de- 
cline to tender when the result is merely to 
Gx 4 price on which other parties may fill, 
an the outcome will be that the contracts 
“vial either be let at higher prices than they 
should be or they will fall into the bands of 
men who depend on standing in with the 
government and ite officials to secure them 
business rather than on their facilities for 
trausacting the business. . Supplying the 
tho. sands of treaty Indiansin this couutry 
with meat and flour is and will be for many 
yesrs @ very important item of public ex- 
p. iditure; and if the government desire to 
deal fairly by their wards and also by the 
taxpayers of the country, they will adopt 
such a policy in letting contracte as will se- 
cure the confidence of honest business men, 
The fault is no doubt with the Officials 
having charge of the supply departiment,and 
the presumption is that some of them at 
least are directly or indirectly interested in 
awarding the contracts tothe unduly favored 
tenderers. If 90, the men who would stoop 
t crooked work in the letting of contracts 
would if the inducements were sufficient 
pass over any breach of contract after it was 
let. An upright, high-minded commissioner 
WOU 4 refuse to be a party to any such me- 
thods as are now pursued, and would not 
ountenance in any way other than fair, up- 
right dealings with the business men of the 
country. That a more business-like and 
hoaest system is not adopted is proof that 
everything le mot7as it should be at head: 
cuarters, either at Ottawa or Regina or both. 
The department should be above even the 
‘uspicion of being unfair or dishonest and set 
a example in their business transactions 
“iat would aid in raising, and not lowering 
‘4 at present, the business tone of the North. 
Vest. As long as they violate the laws 
of business and fair play as they have been 
doing it is a public necessity thet they 


Thould-be severely brought to task.

Tus Manitoba elections:which took place 
on the 11th, resulted ae was: expected in an 
overwhelming. victory for provincial rights 
and honest government. Out of thirty-eight 
constituencies 832 went solid for Greenway, 
with one independent and one yet to hear 
from, leaving only four that went conserva- 
tive. The result is one that should give ex- 
treme party men serious thought. It has 
elearly demonstrated that the old party 
cries have lost their potency in western local 
politics. At heart the province is conserva: 
tive, ae all past elections have shown, but 
now a liberal government has been returned 
and Greenway will meet the house without 
any practical opposition. The election can- 
not be called a triumph for either Greenway 
or the liberal party proper, but is an expres- 
sion of the public mind against political a 
ruption and dishonest government. e 
questions on which the government staked 
their existence were provincial rights and 
honest government, andthese with the ex- 
posures of the corruption of the Norquay ad- 
ministration still fresh in the public memory 
were sufficient to sweep the country. It 
shows that there is no need ior the people of 
Canada to groan under any injustice or bad 
government for any lenth of time, as they 
have the remedy in their own hands and 
can very effectually stopall abuses by voting 
out of power all those who are guilty of mal: 
administration. A few more experiences 
such as Manitoba has passed through should 
teach those in autheritv that their tenure of 
power is dependent on the purity and hon- 
esty of their public acts. The weakness of 
the opposition in Manitoba may be a source 
of danger to the government by making them 
careless, but they should remember that the 
power that put them where they are is still 
in existence, and if directed against them 
would as effectually accord them a burial as 
it has their predecessors. When the voting 
power breaks loose from party bondage there 
is notelling where it may centre, but it is 
pretty safe to conclude that it will be direct- 
ed towards securing good and honest gov- 
ernment.

He expected Gab- 
riel Dumont would have satisfactory arrange- 
nents made with the gevernment; and 
would arrive in Montana not later than July 
lth of this year to conduct the sclf-exiled 
half-breeds of Dearborn, Willow Creek, Ju- 
dith Basin and Fort Assiniboine back to 
their homes. How these people love their 
country ; always longing to go back! Still 
they value personal diberty more, and would 
Jou btless do as they say: ‘*Take up my gun 
again, boy, before they would put me in the 
jail. IUdon’tlike him, that kind of people, 
Canadians.” Their faith in Gabriel Dumont 
is implicit. Beside his influence that of their 
spiritual advisers is worthlees. Death has 
made havoc in their ranks since they catae 
to Montana. They still hold to their esti- 
mate of the number of police and volunteers 
killed by the half-breeds in the various skir- 
mishes on the Saskatchewan. They place the 
total at nearly 1,000, and donot like to have 
that number disputed. The number of their 
own slain is by their count but nineteen. The 
past two winters nearly starved them out, 
and many a half-breed family subsisted on 
sheep and cattle that had succumbed to se- 
verity of weather and scarcity of food. 
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The Manitoba Methodist conference was 
held in Portage la Prairie in the two last 
weeksin June. The total membership of 
the Methodist church in Manitoba and the 
North-West is 7,010 and the increase during 
the year has been 818, The total amount of 
money raised for the various connexional 
funds, including the missionary, contingent 
and other funds has been $9,656, aud the to- 
tal contributions for all purposes have been 
$87,531, an increase as compared with the 
total. for last year of $22,003. A proposition 
to start a connexional weekly is under con- 
sideration. A number of the missions have 
become self sustaining. In Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan both funds and membership show 
a satisfactory increase. A report from the 
British Columbia conference charged that 
the feder.1 government blue bookscontained 
unjust reflections on the missionaries of the 
Methodist church on the north-west coast of 
British Columbia. The report further dieap- 
proved of the policy of the government to- 
wards the Indians, condemned the Tat lgre f 
which preferred one church toanother, com- 
plained of the attempt of the government 
Officials to cast the blame of their iniquitous 
policy on the missionaries of the Methodist 
church and asked for an investigation by the 
general board of missions. Rev. John Mc- 
Dougall said the Methodists had to impeach 
themselvesfor lethargy in the past in regard 
totheirrighte. Rev. J. F. Betts said it was 
time that the church should wake up, and no 
longer play the milk and water policy of not 
touching politics, but press for its rights. 
The missionaries at the various stations in 
Northern Alberta remain unchanged, except 
that J. W. Dickinson has been appointed to 
Red Deer. 


At the annual meeting of the H. B. Co. 
held lately in London trade was reported un- 
satisfactory. The decline in prices from the 
sales of '87 to those of '88 was as follows: 
Beaver 174 per cent., bear 20, fisher 10, cross 
fox 20, silver fox 30, red fox 5, white fox 40, 
lynx 15, marten 26, inink 20, wolf 60, wol- 
verine 30. The price of marten is lower now 
than ever befure, and mink within a fraction 
of its lowest point. Mention was made of a 
scarcity of food in some of the northern dis- 
tricts, causing distress among the natives. 
The government has becn informed of the 
facts witha view to securing their attention, 
No dividend was declared. Receipts on ac- 
count of land during the year were £32,729 
as compared with £28,666 in the preceding 
year. The balance to the credit of the land 
account is now £18,136. During the year 
seven town lots were sold in Winnipeg for 
$3,200 and 66 lotsin other towns for $4,805. 
Farm lands in Manitoba and the North West 
to the amount of 2,437 acres were sold for 
$52,235, and in British Celumbia to the 
amount of 187 acres for 35,850. Total amount 
Of sales during the year $66,000. The com- 
pany are not desirous of making any excep- 
tional effort to press the immediate sale of 
their own lands, so long as large areas of free 
Kovernment land Seneale unoccupied.
